THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyme, in the 
County of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Church Hall in 
said Lyme on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
its various officers for the ensuing year, also what 
price per day will be paid for Labor, Trucks and 
Teams on the Town Highways the ensuing year. 


4. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any Real Estate acquired 
through Tax Collector’s Deeds. 


5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes the ensuing 
year. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to allow bank dis- 
count on all taxes paid on or before Nov. lst, 1940. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise $400.00 for 
Blister Rust Control the ensuing year. 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $81.40 for the issuance and distri- 
bution of printed matter calling attention to the re- 
sources and natural advantages of the Town in co- 
operation with other Towns in the Dartmouth Lake 
Sunapee Region. Said appropriation to be disbursed 
by the Selectmen. 


9. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise for Forest Fire Tools on a 50-50 
basis with the State. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
municipal accounting division and to make an appro- 
priation to cover the expense of such audit. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
budget as prepared by the Budget Committee. 


12. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Schoo! Dis- 
trict of Lyme: 


The twelfth report by the present superintendent 
of schools, which is the 21st in the series of such re- 
ports, is herewith presented. It is made a part of the 
report of the School Board to the School District and 
the complete report includes the financial transac- 
tions of the district and statistical information in re- 
gard to the schools. 


Purpose 


This particular report will portray some of the 
more recent school activities. It will at the same time 
discuss some of the possibilities for the immediate 
future. Some consideration will be given to the neces- 
sity and desirability of some of the more needed edu- 
cational developments. 


Improvements 


The vote of the district at the special meeting, 
July 22, 1939, made it possible for the School Board 
to dispose of the so-called ‘‘Palmer House” at Lyme 
Center. As soon as this was done, the grounds were 
regraded and now provide a large play area for the 
pupils in attendance at the school. The cupola at the 
school which was damaged by the hurricane was re- 
paired and there are now no leaks through the roof 
of that building. The ceiling at the Whipple School 
had become damaged and a new Celing was installed 
at that building. This necessitated repainting the en- 
tire interior. Some painting was done in the coat- 
rooms and stairway at the Plain School. Window 
screens were provided for all of the schoolrooms in 
the district. It may be necessary to add to these from 
time to time, but they serve to avoid so many flies in 
the classrooms as usually are found during the fall 
months. As soon as enough screens can be provided, 
it may be possible to almost entirely eliminate the 
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health hazard of flies, as well as the dirt which they 
accumulate as a result of filth which they scatter 
around with their feet and wings. 


Repairs 


It is possible that an electric light line will pass the 
Chesley School within the year and if so, it is hoped 
that electric lights may be provided for that build- 
ing. It is desirable that some type of fire escape be 
provided at the Plain School for the upper room-so 
that the hazards in that building may be greatly 
lessened. The building is already equipped with fire 
extinguishers so that a fire could at least be retarded 
should it break out during the time that the school is 
in session. Some further attention should be paid to 
the grading of the schoolyard at that building and to 
the possible enlargement of the playground area 
there. 


Playground 


Contacts have been made with owners of the pro- 
perty adjacent to the Plain schoolgrounds and it has 
been found that it may be possible to purchase such 
property. It is very desirable that this be done so that 
there may be a larger opportunity for the pupils in 
attendance in that building to enjoy their recrea- 
tional periods without danger because of the auto- 
mobile traffic. 


Transportation 


The whole question of school transportation has re- 
ceived very careful consideration by the Board dur- 
ing this year, but the action of the Lyme Board is 
simply in accord with wider action which has taken 
place throughout the State and throughout the coun- 
try for improved transportation facilities for school 
busses and other vehicles transporting pupils to 
school. Certain standard requirements have been 
agreed upon, some of which are to be met by the end 
of the school year 1940 and others at a later date. 
The School Board of Lyme has anticipated such pos- 
sibilities and the one bus carrying any considerable 
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number of children is of the modern type and meets 
all of the specifications set up by a national and state 
committee which have studied this question. It is 
possible that with improved facilities it may be neces- 
sary for slightly larger charges to be made by those 
who do the carrying, but in the interests of health and 
safety it appears that the extra cost may be entirely 
compensated. In the last analysis it resolves into a 
cost per mile basis for each vehicle. 


School Lunches 


It is with some regret that the circumstances pre- 
vented continuing a hot lunch for the pupils in at- 
tendance at the Lyme Plain School. The plan for such 
lunches has been a growing burden and with the in- 
creased number of pupils in that building it seemed 
that between 65 and 70 children would require the 
hot lunch if it were to be provided. The Board did 
not feel that it was justified in asking the teachers to 
assume the responsibility for so large a number nor 
to ask the citizens to contribute sufficient funds to 
make this possible. It may seem advisable to the citi- 
zens to have such lunches continued, in which case 
it may become necessary either to have a special 
appropriation for the purpose or to provide by some 
other means the necessary funds and necessary sup- 
plies to meet the need. It may even be that a helper 
would be required to care for such lunches were the 
plan to be continued. 


Music 


The Board was fortunate this year in being able to 
secure a resident of Lyme who is a qualified teacher 
of music to carry on the work. This could not have 
been done had not the funds in the hands of the 
Board been sufficiently large to make it possible. It 
cannot be definitely stated at this time whether the 
services of so experienced a teacher can be con- 
tinued, but the budget has been prepared so that a 
provision can be made for this service should the 
teacher find it possible for her to carry on this work 
another year in our schools. 
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Budget 


The report of last year indicated that State Aid to 
the School District of Lyme had been somewhat in- 
creased. This has made possible the continued lower- 
ing of the school budget requests. While the estimate 
is somewhat larger than that of last year, it is still 
much less than that of a few years ago. Should the 
State Aid continue to be large, the budget will be 
consistently lower. The transportation item is the one 
which shows a greater increase than that of last 
year, but its necessity has been sufficiently explained 
in a preceding paragraph. There are still more pupils 
attending high school than was the case last year and 
the number who will be in high school next year will 
be increased somewhat over the number at present. 
For that reason the request for high school tuition is 
left the same as that of last year. The increase for 
the cost of other items includes the yearly cost for 
insurance. This item as stated two years ago, will 
cost in the vicinity of $90.00 yearly with a slight de- 
crease made for any buildings which may have 
passed out of the hands of the School Board through 
sale or otherwise. 


Democracy 


The growth and development of the United States 
has in no small measure been due to the fact that 
most of the pioneering citizens of the country had 
their beginnings in the small rural community. It is 
in these same small communities that the democratic 
ideal has been most truly realized. This is primarily 
due to the fact that because of the small numbers of 
people it has been possible for all citizens to gather 
together to decide upon the political and economic 
issues of the communities. Lyme, as well as many 
other of the smaller communities of New England, 
has rendered a reasonable degree of service in this 
regard. If these democratic principles are to continue 
to be fostered in our country, it becomes more and 
more necessary for the public schools in these small- 
er communities in particular, as well as in the larger 
communities, to so organize the school program as 
to emphasize the American way of life. It has been 
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the purpose in recent years to give greater and great- 
er opportunity for the boys and girls to learn how to 
adjust themselves in group situations and to carry on 
their activities with as little friction as possible and 
with a knowledge that as individuals they are mak- 
ing contributions to the whole. Sometimes it may be 
feared that the wider program of education inter- 
feres somewhat with the teaching of the fundamen- 
tals, but by actual experience it has been proven that 
such is not the case. But as necessary as are the 3 R’s, 
more necessary is the helping of the boys and girls 
to acquire habits of life which shall assist them in 
meeting the emergencies which may arise in their 
future undertakings. The little experiences which are 
a part of their life that happen to the boys and girls 
in their school environment are but experiences in 
miniature of those which we as adults are constantly 
called upon to meet. So long as the citizens of our 
smaller communities understand that these larger 
principles are quite important and quite necessary 
for the future citizens of our country, so long will it 
be possible for the schools to be organized and carry 
on their complete educational program.

The number of tardinesses per pupil was In excess 
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of that of last year in spite of the fact that teachers 
and pupils were making an effort to reduce the num- 
ber of tardinessess.
